Entred the laft Review upon the un- 
pleafant Work of fhowing the Me- 
thods, by which our antient Nobility 
and Gentry, were reduc’d from the terrible 
Greatnefs and Power they poffefs'd in Eng- 
land before the Days of King Henry VII.

to do itthemfelves: And this was the grave 
Undertaking, and which he. effectually 
brought to pafs, and left as his laft Advice 
to his Son; That to bring them perfeélly 
under, it was abfolutely neceflary he fhould 
keep himlelf rich, and make them poor. 
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Tinftam’d how he brought this to pas, 
and how ereéting an unufual Gafety and 
Magnificence in his Court,fo took, efpecially 
with the younger Gentry, that they fooa 
became Beggars by their forward expenfive 
way of living 3 and then to fupport them- 
felves, were glad to become Servants to the 
Court, and accept of Places and Sallaries 
under che Crown —<-—~ This entail’d Meane 
nefs and Poverty upon their Families, and 
gaye the Crown the entire Conqheft over 
that Power, which never recovered it felf,or 
was ever formidable afterward. 

*Tis certain that this new extravagance 
encreafed Trade 3 and that Money, that fore 
merly was {pent in the Country in building 
Caftles, floring up Arms, and furnifhing . 
Troops, being now fpent ia Ruffs, Rib- 
bands, Toys and Trifles, ufual in the 
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Gaieties of Drefs and Equipage, fill’d the 
Town to be fure with the litle ufelels 
Trades depending upon fuch Fopperies 5 
and this is che poor amends the Extra- 
vagance of great Families brings to Trade- 
This is the mighty Equivalent, the luxuri- 
ous Living of our Gentry brings to the Pub- 
lick in the ftead of raifing, continuing, and 
in a fuitable Meafure fupporting a more 
{ubftantial Grandeur, by preferving their 
Eftates, and {pending a neceflary Propor- 
tion among their Neighbours, 

Now, that I may notall at once difoblige 
the innumerable Crowd of Tradefinen, who 
depend upon the Extravagance of the Gen- 
try, who plead for Luxury, not as a Vice 
in Manners, but as a Vertue in Trade, that 
this poor Paper may not at once be D——d 
by all the Milliners, Lace men, Perfumers, 
Perriwig- makers, Glovers, Ribbon-Weavers, 
and the ten thoufands of the Affiftants to 
the Pride of Courts, and the Gallantry of 
both Sexes ; 1 defire to ftate che true Me- 
dium between the two Extremes in this 
Cafe; and to tell the World, how by a 
Common Prudence the Gentry might fup- 
port their ownExpence, and Trade /urfer no 
Manner of Decay. 

All the Evils that attend us in England, 
come from eur extending things beyond 
their due Mediums, and from running into 
unhappy Extremes. J could run this into 
abundance of Particulars ; and perhaps it 
would be true in every thing, 1 am fure it 
would be true in Publick Matters, as we 
have innumerable Inftances in our daily Ex- 
perience ; but I would avoid long Digrefi- 
onswith my utmoft Diligsnce, and therefore 
in this Cafe confine it only to Trade. 

The Gaiety and Splendour of the Englifp 
Court is, fince the times above mentioned, 
arriv’d to a Degree fo extraordinary in it 
felf, and is extended by long praétice to 
the whole Nation, that to put an entire 
fiop to it, would ruin thoufands of Fami- 
Kies, and be a prodigious Shock to Trade ; 
and J cannot tell, whether fuppreffing the 
Vice would nor be more fatal, than its Con 
finances, by ftarving Multitudes of Poor, 
who now depend upon the various Branches 
of Publick Vanity. 


AsI have noted the beginning of the — 
entries Ruin in the Time ot King Hen.Vile 
and his Son, fo ’tis neceffary to add her 
that in thofe Reigns the Engiifh Nation be 
an firft to increafe in Trade 3 the Wool th

In Queen Elizzbzth’s long and Hourifhing

that Manufaétuves always make a Nation — 
flovrifh. ,. 
Thele vaft Additions to Trade enrich’d 
the Commonalty; and now Mechanick — 
Wealth began to encreafe prodigioufly, = 
To Queen Elizabeth fucceeded K. Famesl. 
the exceflive Vanity and Luxury ct whofe — 
Court prepar’d 3 and the Civil Wars in 
the Reign of his Son, abfolutely finifh’d 
the Ruin of the Enplifo Gentry, and ob- 
lig’d them to be meer Slaves to the Errors of 
the Times; I fay nothing of the Reign of 
King Charles 11. becaufe I would rather co- 
ver than expolea Reign, in which and from 
whence other more politick Defigns laid 
the Foundation of the Ruin notof the No- 
bility on.y, but of the whole Nation fi de- 
bauching the Morals as wellas Habits‘and 
Cuftoms of the People in General. a.
